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Prov.  XIX,  6. 


Every  Man  is  a  Friend  to  him  that 

giveth  Gifts. 

ESIDES  the  many  ftrong  Arguments 
made  ufe  of  in  Scripture  to  enforce 
Charity,  and  Adis  of  Humanity  and 
Beneficence,  there  are  prudential  Motives,  which, 
though  of  a  lower  kind,  deferve  likewife  our 
Confideration,  viz.  that  they  procure  the  Efteem 
and  Friendfhip  of  the  World  ;  and  in  fome 
degree,  as  the  Apoftle  fays  of  Godlinefi,  have 
the  Promife  of  the  Life  that  now  is ,  as  well  as 
of  that  which  is  to  come.  I  do  not  mean,  that 
they  do  this  by  any  natural  Necefiity  (as  one 
Body  attracts  another)  for  then  there  could  be 
no  fuch  thing  as  Ingratitude,  and  the  greateft 
Kindnefles,  would  always  be  attended  with  the 
moft  grateful  Acknowledgments.  Whereas  we 
find  by  Experience,  that  fometimes  the  moft 
important  Services,  meet  with  no  other  Re¬ 
quital,  but  that  of  Enmity  and  Hatred:  And 
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our  Saviour  himfelf,  after  a  whole  Life  fpent  in 
doing  Good,  met  with  the  moil  cruel  Treat¬ 
ment  from  his  own  Countrymen  the  Jews, 
But  ftill  human  Nature  is  fo  conftituted,  that 
the  Obfervation  of  King  Solomon  (like  other  pro¬ 
verbial  Sayings)  will  hold  good  generally,  that 
fuch  as  diftinguifh  themfelves  by  their  Readi- 
nefs  to  relieve  diftreffed  Objects,  if  they  are  of 
high  Rank,  their  good  Deeds  will  call  a  greater 
Luftre  upon  their  Dignity,  than  any  the  mod. 
fplendid  outward  Appearances ;  and  furnifh 
them  with  a  more  folid  and  durable  Pleafure, 
than  can  be  found  in  any  fenfual  Gratifications, 
that  this  World  can  afford.  For,  befides  that 
thefe  are  never  pure  and  unmixed,  but  imbitter- 
ed  with  fome  Allay,  and  perifh  always  with 
the  Enjoyment,  they  impair  the  Health  when 
they  are  immoderately  purfued  ;  when  indulged 
irregularly,  they  leave  Remorfe,  and  Guilt,  and 
flinging  Reflexions  behind  them.  Whereas  the 
Senfe  of  Men’s  good  Deeds,  of  the  Benefits  and 
Kindnefies  they  have  done  to  others,  will  be  to 
themfelves  a  never-failing  Source  of  inward  Plea¬ 
fure  and  Satisfaction,  approaching  nearefl,  of 
any  thing  we  know,  to  that  Complacency, 
which  the  Almighty  takes  in  communicating 
Happinefs  to  his  Creatures :  And  when  they 
depart  hence,  their  Works  will  follow  them  in¬ 
to  the  other  World,  entailing  RefpeCt  and  Ho¬ 
nour  on  their  Memories  here,  and  adding  to 
3  their 
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their  Reward  hereafter.  If  fuch  as  diftinguifh 
themfelves  by  their  Charity  to  diftreffed  People, 
are  of  inferior  Condition,  immerfed  in  the 
Cares  and  Bufineft  of  the  W orld,  they  will  not 
only  meet  with  fewer  Difficulties  in  the  Courfe 
of  their  Lives,  but  in  time  of  Adverfity,  find 
more  Affiftance,  and  better  Friends,  than  other 
Men  ufually  do.  Infomuch,  that,  next  to  divine 
Providence,  the  greateft  Security  we  can  have 
againft  the  Evils  and  Mifchiefs,  that  are  fo  com¬ 
mon  in  Life,  is  an  Intereft  in  the  Good-will 
and  Affections  of  Mankind  :  Which  can  no 
way  fo  effectually  be  obtained,  as  by  doing  all 
the  good  Offices  we  can  to  all  Men  as  we  are 
able. 

In  this  Difcourfe,  I  fhall  fhew, 

I.  What  is  meant  by  giving  Gifts. 

II.  Our  Obligation  to  the  Practice  of  the  Duty 
here  enjoined. 

III.  How  it  comes  to  pafs,  that  the  giving 
Gifts  is  the  Means  to  procure  the  Efteem 
and  Friendfhip  of  the  World. 

Laftly,  I  propofe  to  apply  what  fhall  be  faid 
to  that  particular  Cafe  of  Charity ,  which  has 
called  us  together  this  Day. 

I,  What  is  meant  by  giving  Gifts. 

And  here,  by  thole  that  can  give  Gifts,  are  not 
meant  only  the  Rich  and  Great,  who  are  able 
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to  leave  behind  them  lading  Monuments  of  their 
Munificence,  but  all  that  can  contribute  towards 
any  good  Defign,  who,  with  the  Widow  in  the 
Gofpel,  can  throw  their  Mite  into  the  T reafury ; 
and  as  St.  Paul  fpeaks,  labour ,  working  with  their 
Hands  the  thing  that  is  good ,  that  they  may  have  to 
give  to  them  that  need ,  Eph.  iv.  2  8.  For  if  there  be 
fir  ft  a  willing  Mind ,  God  accept eth  according  to  that 
a  Man  hath ,  and  not  according  to  that  he  hath 
not ,  fays  the  fame  Apoftle,  2  Cor.  viii.  1 2. 

Gifts  are  of  various  Sorts,  and  may  be  given 
with  very  different  Deiigns.  There  is  a  way  of 
giving  Gifts,  that  neither  deferves  nor  meets 
with  Efteem  and  Friendfhip,  but  rather  Deteff- 
tation  and  Abhorence  ;  as  when  they  are  de- 
figned  to  blind  the  Eyes  of  Tuftice,  to  bribe 
the  Favour  of  a  Judge  or  Arbitrator,  to  difpofe 
Men  to  betray  any  Truft  repofed  in  them,  or 
do  any  A£t,  which  otherwife  they  fhould  con¬ 
demn  as  finful.  This  is  not  to  give  Gifts  in 
the  Senfe  of  the  Text ;  thefe  are  not  Works  of 
Charity,  but  Deeds  of  Darknefs,  A  cits  of  the 
higheft  Corruption  and  Iniquity.  Gifts  beftow- 
ed  purely  to  gain  the  Praife  and  Approbation  of 
Men,  however  they  may  be  applauded,  and  find  a 
Recompence  on  Earth,  they  are  not  the  Gifts  here 
mentioned,  nor  will  they  be  regarded  by  Al¬ 
mighty  God  ;  as  being  the  Effects  of  Vanity  and 
Oftentation,  and  not  proceeding  from  a  right 
Principle,  the  Love  of  God  and  our  Neighbour. 

3  Gifts 
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Gifts  conferred  with  a  Profpedt  of  Advantage 
or  Requital,  to  obtain  perhaps  fome  unreason¬ 
able  Requeft,  or  purchafe  fome  greater  Favour 
in  Reverlion,  are  of  no  Value  in  the  Sight,  ei¬ 
ther  of  God  or  Man,  as  -flowing  from  a  mean 
and  mercenary  Principle,  viz.  Self-love,  the 
greateft  Obftru&or  of  all  Charity,  that  never 
does  Good  to  others,  but  in  order  to  ferve  itfelf. 
But  Charity  feeketh  not  her  own,  fays  the  Apoftle, 
i.  Cor.  xiii.  5 .  And,  do  Good ,  hoping  for  nothing 
again ,  fays  our  blefled  Saviour,  Luke  vi.  35. 
Neither  are  we  to  underftand  by  Gifts  here,  fuch 
as  are  extorted  by  Importunity,  but  which  flow 
from  a  charitable  Difpofltion,  and  a  liberal  and 
free  Heart.  To  importune  any  one,  is  an  irk- 
fome  and  difagreeable  Talk ;  it  is  fomewhat  of 
a  Price,  and  fo  much  as  there  is  paid  of  that,  fo 
much  the  Benefit  is  leflened  in  its  Value,  with 
refped  both  to  the  Receiver,  and  the  Principle 
from  which  it  proceeds.  And  therefore  let  every 
Man  give ,  (fays  the  Apoftle,  2  Cor.  ix.  7.)  as  he 
purpojeth  in  his  Heart ,  not  grudgingly ,  or  of  ne- 
ceffity,  for  God  loveth  a  chearful  Giver.  The 
Gifts  then  here  meant,  are  Gifts  or  Works  of 
Charity,  and  fuch  more  elpecially,  by  which 
the  Poor  and  Miferable,  whom  either  the  Want 
or  the  Weight  of  Years,  or  any  bodily  Infirmity 
hath  rendered  impotent,  are  relieved  under  their 
various  Calamities ;  which  brings  me 
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II.  Tp  the  fecond  general  Head,  viz.  The 
Obligation  we  are  under  to  pradtife  the  Duty 
here  enjoined. 

Now  this  is  a  Duty  incumbent  upon  us,  not 
only  as  Chriftians,  but  as  we  are  Men,  and 
would  have  been  always  binding,  if  the  World 
had  never  been  enlightened  by  Revelation.  We 
fhould  relieve  our  neceftitous  Brethren,  becaufe 
they  are  our  Fellow- creatures,  fprung  from 
the  fame  Original  with  ourfelves  ;  and  becaufe 
God  hat  hintrufted  us  with  all  thofe  great  Ad¬ 
vantages,  which  we  enjoy  above  them  for  this 
Purpofe.  For  can  it  be  imagined,  that  the  All¬ 
wife  Creator,  who  hath  replenifhed  the  Earth 
fo  liberally  with  the  NecelTaries  of  Life,  abun¬ 
dantly  fufficient  for  all  Mankind,  that  the  com¬ 
mon  Parent  of  all  fhould  have  been  fo  partial 
to  fome  few  of  his  Children,  as  to  give  them  a 
Property  in  fo  large  a  Portion  of  the  Things  of 
this  World,  as  that,  if  they  fo  pleafed,  they 
might  ftarve  all  the  reft  ?  No  1  moft  certainly, 
he  hath  not  done  it,  but  given  the  Earth  and 
all  that  therein  is,  to  its  Inhabitants  in  common, 
for  the  Support  and  Comfort  of  their  Lives.  For 
tho’  Property  from  the  earlieft  times  hath  been 
introduced  into  the  World,  to  prevent  the  Quar¬ 
rels  and  Contentions,  that  muft  have  arifen  from 
the  Earth’s  lying  long  unappropriated  •  and  every 
Man  hath  a  Right,  as  well  by  natural  Law  as 
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pofitive  Xnftitution,  to  what  has  either  been  ac¬ 
quired  by  his  own  Induftry,  or  defcended  to  him 
from  his  Anceftors ;  yet  it  is  fuch  a  Right,  as 
that  it  would  be  great  Uncharitablenefs  and  a  Sin, 
not  to  relieve  the  Indigent,  when  their  preffing 
Neceffities  call  for  it.  God  could  eaftly,  if  he 
had  pleafed,  have  made  all  Men,  as  equal  in  Con¬ 
dition  and  Fortune,  as  they  are  by  Nature ;  but 
for  wife  Reafons,  he  has  ordered  Things  other- 
wife  j  has  divided  the  World  into  High  and  Low, 
Rich  and  Poor,  that  they  might  all  be  depen¬ 
dent  upon,  and  ferviceable  to  one  another.  And 
as  he  has  appointed  a  Variety  in  Mens  Condi¬ 
tions,  he  hath  diftributed  among  them  different 
Talents  and  Abilities,  that  each  may  exert  the 
Virtues  proper  to  their  Sphere;  and  that  by  a  joint 
Contribution  of  their  feverai  Talents,  all  the 
Wants  and  Conveniences  of  Life,  by  feme  or 
others,  might  be  fupplied.  So  that  to  do  good 
Offices,  may  more  properly  be  faid  to  exchange, 
than  to  confer  Favours  and  Obligations ;  and  t© 
be  A£ts  of  Juft  ice,  rather  than  Charity. 

Let  no  Man  think  then,  that  he  has  an  ab- 
folute  Property  in  the  Things  of  this  World, 
but  that  he  enjoys  them  with  a  Limitation,  that 
he  allot  feme  Portion  to  be  paid  out  of  them  to 
the  Poor  and  Diftreffed :  And  if  he  Iquanders 
away  in  Riot  and  Luxury,  what  ought  to  be 
referved  for  Ufes  of  Charity,  he  will  be  found 
falfe  to  the  Truft  repofed  in  him  by  Providence, 
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when  called  to  give  an  Account  of  his  Steward- 
fhip  j  which  he  will  be  one  Day,  when  God,  the 
righteous  Judge,  will  give  to  every  Man  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  Works. 

In  the  natural  Body,  is  it  thought  reafonable,. 
that  the  Head  fhould  be  adorned,  and  fet  off 
in  the  moft  coflly  manner,  while  no  Regard  is 
fhewn  to  the  Hands  and  Feet,  or  the  other  lefs 
honourable  Parts  ?  There  ought  to  be  home  pro¬ 
portionable  Care  taken  of  all  the  Members,  be- 
caufe  they  all  have  their  feveral  Ufes,  and  each 
performs  its  diftind  Office  in  fupporting  Life. 
And  fo  it  ought  to  be  in  all  Bodies  of  Men, 
united  together  for  their  mutual  Happinefs  and 
Security  :  The  Wealthy  and  Honourable,  who 
owe  their  Greatnefs  to,  and  are  maintained  in 
it  by,  the  Services  of  the  Meaner  Sort,  when  their 
Wants  require  it,  fhould  take  them  into  their 
Care  and  Protection ;  and  endeavour  to  make 
the  low  Eftate,  in  which  Providence  has  placed 
them,  as  eafy  and  fupportable  as  they  can.  This 
fhould  be  the  Language  of  our  Hearts,  and  the 
Intention  of  our  Charity,  if  we  would  recom¬ 
mend  ourfelves  to  the  Favour  of  God  or  Man 
by  it. 

This  is  the  Voice  of  unaffifted  Reafon,  and 
Revelation  has  confirmed  it.  For  never  certainly 
did  any  Religion  fo  deprefs  and  condemn  Self- 
love,  and  require  a  Spirit  of  fuch  univerfal  Cha¬ 
rity  and  Benevolence,  as  Chriftianity  does.  It 
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commands  us,  to  do  good  to  all  Men,  even  our 
Enemies,  much  more  to  thofe  of  the  fame  Faith 
with  ourfelves,  and  to  our  neceftitous  Brethren. 
Our  Saviour  lays  fo  great  a  Strefs  upon  this  Duty 
of  Charity  to  the  diftrefted  Poor,  as  that  with¬ 
out  fome  Degree  of  it,  we  cannot  be  of  the 
Number  of  his  true  Difciples,  or  have  any  Title 
to  the  Promiles  of  the  Gofpel. 

Thirdly,  Plow  it  comes  to  pafs,  that  the  giv¬ 
ing  Gifts,  is  tire  Means  to  procure  the  Efteem 
and  Friendfhip  of  the  World. 

As  to  thofe  that  do  partake  of  them,  ftnce 
all  Men  are  naturally  averfe  to  Pain,  and  Sick- 
nefs,  and  Want,  and  think  Health  the  moft 
invaluable  Bleffing  of  Life,  they  mull  needs 
highly  efteem.  fuch  as  contribute  to  remove 
from  them  the  one,  and  reftore  them  to  the 
other.  As  to  the  Lookers-on,  all  Men  with  one 
Confent  acknowledge  Charity  to  be  a  Virtue 
truly  amiable,  relembling  neareft  that  divine 
Perfection,  by  which  God  takes  moft  delight  to 
make  himlelf  known  to  the  Children  of  Mien, 
his  Goodnefs.  For  this  is  not  a  Virtue  like  fome 
others,  difowned  in  one  Place,  applauded  in 
another  j  condemned  in  one  Age,  recommend¬ 
ed  in  another  ;  but  is,  and  always  has  been  ac¬ 
knowledged  by  all  People  as  truly  excellent  $ 
which  may  appear  from  this  ftngle  Conlidera- 
tion.  Aik  the  moft  penurious  and  obdurate 
Wretches  for  their  Charity ;  they  won’t  deny 
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the  Obligation  of  this  Duty  in  general,  but 
tell  you,  that  the  Fears  of  future  Want  tie  up 
their  Hands ;  or  you  prefent  them  not  with  pro¬ 
per  Objects,  and  their  Charity  will  be  mifap- 
plied.  And  however  they  may  endeavour  by 
Sight  Diftindions,  and  fuch  frivolous  Excufes, 
to  explain  away,  and  fhift  off  from  themfelves 
the  Pradice  of  this  Duty  ;  yet  they  conftant- 
ly  give  it  the  Approbation  of  their  Hearts.  I 
call  all  fuch  Excufes  frivolous,  becaufe 
though  Covetoufnefs,  in  the  mid  ft-  of  the 
greateft  Affluence,  has  made  many  as  poor,  as  if 
they  poffefled  nothing,  and  had  nothing  to 
give  ;  and  Luxury  and  Senfuality  have  con- 
fumed  many  an  Eftate,  and  brought  Ruin 
and  W retchednefs  upon  Families;  I  believe  it 
has  not  been  known,  that  ever  any  one  was 
reduced  to  V/ ant,  merely  by  Charity.  The 
Royal  Pfalmifiy  in  all  his  Experience,  never  met 
with  an  Example  of  this  Kind.  “  I.  have  been 
11  young  (fays  he)  and  now  am  old  ;  yet  nevei 
“  few  I  the  righteous,  that  is,  the  charitable 
“  Man  forfeken,  nor  his  Seed  begging  Bread.” 

Another  Reafon,  why  Gifts  or  Ads  of  Cha¬ 
rity  procure  Friends,  is,  that  the  ctiaiitable  Mian 
is  looked  upon  as  a  common  Benefador  ;  to 
whom  every  one  thinks-  he  may  have  Biecourfe, 
and  hopes  to  find  Help  from  him.  in  time,  of 
Need  :  While  fuch  as  confine  ail  their  Thoughts 
to  the  narrow  Circle  of  themfelves,  regardlefs 
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of  every  Intereft  but  their  own,  feldom  fail  of 
meeting  with  that  Contempt  and  Difregard, 
which  fuch  a  fordid  Difpofttion  renders  them  lia¬ 
ble  to,  from  the  reft  of  the  World.  But  if  they 
chance  to  fall  into  Adverftty  (and  there  are  none 
fo  high,  who  by  a  Reverfe  of  Things  may  not 
be  caft  down  to  a  low  Eftate)  their  Condition  will 
be  very  uncomfortable, when  left  to  ftruggleasthey 
can  with  their  Misfortunes,  without  any  one  to 
relieve,  or  even  to  pity  them.  They  betray 
therefore  a  very  (hallow  Infight,  into  the  natural 
Confeauences  of  Things,  who  confider  not  the 
ill  Effeds  of  a  felfifh,  uncharitable  Difpofttion, 
and  the  Advantages  that  may  accrue  to  them- 
felves,  from  the  good  Offices  they  do  to  others. 
Thefe  are  fome  of  the  Reafons  why  the  giving 
Gifts,  or  doing  Ads  of  Charity,  procures  the 
Efteem  and  Friendffiip  of  the  World, 

As  I  before  obferved,  the  Praife  and  Efteem 
of  Men,  is  not  the  chief  Principle  upon  which 
our  Ads  of  Charity  ought  to  be  founded.  Of 
all  the  Motives  to  Charity,  the  molt  funda¬ 
mental  is  the  Will  of  God,  and  the  Hope  of 
eternal  Happinefs  hereafter,  revealed  in  the 
Gofpel:  To  which  the  Praife  and  Efteem  of 
Men,  and  all  worldly  Conftderations,  bear  no 
Proportion  in  the  Companion.  But  as  the 
Scriptures  are  frequent  in  recommending  Reli¬ 
gion  to  us  from  the  temporal  Advantages  that 
follow  it,  and  do  in  particular  reprefent  a  good 
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Name,  even  after  Death,  as  one  great  Part  of  the 
charitable  Man’s  Reward  ;  we  may  make  ufe  of 
a  good  Repute  and  Eftimation  among  Men, 
(when  obtained  by  a  Courfe  of  virtuous  and  laud¬ 
able  Actions,  and  not  carried  to  the  Extremes  of 
Ambition  and  Vain-glory)  and  all  the  Argu¬ 
ments  we  can,  to  perfuade  Men  to  the  Practice 
of  fo  neceffary  a  Duty. 

Laftly ,  To  apply  now,  what  has  been  faid,  to 
that  particular  kind  of  Charity  which  has  ^called 
us  together  at  this  time,  viz.  the  Cafe  or  tnofe 
maimed,  and  wounded,  and  lick  Poor,  who 
humbly  implore  a  Continuance  of  your  Huma¬ 
nity  to  them,  in  helping  to  bind  up  their 
Wounds,  and  heal  their  Sickneffes,  and  fur- 
nifh  them  with  thofe  Means  of  their  Recovery, 
which  they  are  not  able  to  provide  for  them- 
felves.  This  Charity,  which  it  is  now  my  Bufi- 
-nefs  to  recommend  to  you,  clearly  falls  within 
the  Defeription  of  that  of  the  Text, ,  the  giving 
Gifts,  or  doing  Good,  hoping  for  nothing  again. 
For  you  can  expedfc  no  Requital  from  thefe  poor 
People,  for  the  good  Offices  you  do  them,  be- 
lides  that  of  their  thankful  Acknowledgments ; 
they  cannot  recompenfe  you ,  but  you  Jhall  be  re- 
compenfed  at  the  Refur  reSi  ion  of  the  Juf.  Luke 
xiv.  14. 

When  Man  came  firft  out  of  the  Hands  of 

his  Maker,  he  was  placed  in  Paradife,  and.  fur- 

e  nifhed 
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nirtied  with  every  thing  that  could  minifter  to  hi 
Wants  or  his  Delight :  Till,  by  his  Difobedience, 
he  forfeited  thofe  great  Privileges  and  Perfec¬ 
tions,  with  which  human  Nature  was  originally 
endowed.  But  the  Earth  was  then  curfed  for 
his  fake,  to  bring  forth  nothing  Ipontaneoufly 
but  Thorns  and  Thirties,  and  he  was  doomed 
in  the  Sweat  of  his  Brow  to  eat  his  Bread  till  he 
returned  to  the  Earth.  Sin  entered  into  the 
Worlds  and  Death  by  Siny  Rom.  v.  12.  fays 
the  Apoftle ;  and  confequently  the  fame  Law 
■which  fubjedted  Adam  and  his  Pofterity  to 
Death,  fubjedied  them  likewife  to  thofe  Wants, 
Difeafes,  and  Cafualties,  which  lead  to  it,  and 
are  unavoidable.  So  that  to  feed  the  Hungry, 
clothe  the  Naked,  and  vifit  the  Sick  and  Maim¬ 
ed  in  their  Afflictions,  is,  as  far  as  we  are  able, 
to  repair  and  heal  the  Breach  made  by  the  Fall 
in  human  Nature ;  it  is  to  promote  what  infinite 
Goodnefs  primarily  intended,  and  to  anfwer  beft 
the  Ends  of  our  Creation. 

If  we  confider  with  the  Pfalmifl ,  how  fearfully 
and  wonderfully  we  are  made ;  what  tender  Matter 
our  Bodies  are  framed  of ;  how  fine  and  fubtle 
the  Parts  which  put  them  into  Motion,  and  on 
which  Life  depends;  and  how  eafily  they  are 
difordered  by  any  inward  Ailment  or  outward 
Impreffion,  we  fhali  not  wonder  at  our  being 
mortal;  but  rather  be  furprized  that  Death  comes 
not  iooner,  and  Diftempers  oftener,  than  they 

generally 
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generally  do.  They  would  do  fo,  but  that  fuch 
is  the  exquifite  Contrivance  of  thefe  mortal 
Parts  of  us,  that  they  can  of  themfelves  relift, 
and  lhake  off  many  of  thofe  Impediments  which 
clog  their  Operations,  and  recover  their  former 
State  without  any  help  from  Art :  And  when  the 
Diforder  rifes  fo  high,  that  they  cannot  fui  mount 
it  by  their  own  innate  Force,  theie  are  many 
things  very  lerviceable  to  them  in  theii  greateft 
Extremities.  Thefe  the  Wealthy  and  Great  can 
ealily  procure  to  allwage  and  mitigate  theii 
Pain  ;  which,  when  they  are  Ikilfully  applied, 
often  reftore  them  to  a  State  of  perfect  Health, 
when  thought  to  be  paft  all  Hopes,  and  irre¬ 
coverable.  But  when  any  fore  Calamity,  fuch  as 
a  broken  Limb  or  inveterate  lllnefs,  befalls^  in- 
duftrious People ;  whoperhaps, in  the  timeof  taeii 
Health  and  Strength,  make  a  hard  Shift  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  themfelves  and  their  Families  (and  no 
Day  paftes  without  Accidents  of  this  fort,  in 
this  great  and  populous  City)  how  many  ufeful 
Hands  would  be  loft  to  the  Publick,  were  it 
not  for  fuch  Places  as  thefe  for  their  Reception  ? 
Where,  by  Ikilful  Management,  proper  Regi¬ 
men,  and  other  due  Care  taken  of  tiem,  they 
are  much  more  likely  to  obtain  their  Cures,  than 
by  any  private  Charity  bellowed  upon  them  at 
their  own  Houfes.  I  fay  loft  to  the  Public ,  be- 
caufe  it  is  certain,  that  however  the  Poor  may 

be  defpifed  or  neglected,  it  is  Labour  that  fets 

the

the  chief  Value  upon  Land,  and  every  thin?  it 
produces.  For,  as  a  judicious  Writer  (Mr. 
Lockey  Vol.  II.  p.  170.)  obferves,  “  It  would 
“  be  but  a  very  modeft  Computation  to  fay, 
“  that  of  all  the  Produ&s  of  the  Earth,  ufeful 
“  to  the  Life  of  Man  Nine  Tenths  are  the  Effe&s 
<l  °f  Labour  :  Nay,  if  we  would  rightly  efti- 
“  mate  Things  as  they  come  to  our  Ufe,  and 
“  call  up  the  feveral  Expences  about  them,  what 
“  in  them  is  purely  owing  to  Nature,  and 
“  what  to  Labour,  wefhould  find  that  in  moll  of 
“  them  Ninety-nine  Hundredths  are  wholly  to  be 
“  put  on  the  Account  of  Labour*.”  It  is  then 

the 

*  To  make  this  clear,  let  us  but  trace  fome  of  the  ordinary 
Provifions  of  Lite,  thro’  their  feveral  Progreffes,  before  they 
come  to  onr  Uie,  and  fee  how  much  they  receive  of  their  Value 
from  human  Induftry.  Bread,  Wine,  and  Cloth,  are  Things  of 
daily  Ufe  and  great  Plenty;  yet  notwithftanding,  Acorns,  Wa¬ 
ter,  and  Leaves,  or  Skins,  muft  be  our  Bread,  Drink  and 
Clothing,  did  not  our  Labour  furnifli  us  with  more  ufeful  Com¬ 
modities.  For  whatever  Bread  is  more  worth  than  Acorns,  Wine 
than  Water,  and  Cloth  or  Silk  than  Leaves,  Skins,  or  Mofs, 
that  is  wholly  owing  to  Labour  and  Induftry.  The  one  of  thefe 
being  the  Food  and  Raiment  which  unaflifted  Nature  furnifhes 
us  with  ;  the  other,  Provifions  which  our  Induftry  and  Pains  pre¬ 
pare  for  us ;  which  how  much  they  exceed  the  other  in  Value, 
when  any  one  hath  computed,  he  will  then  fee  how  much  La¬ 
bour  makes  the  far  greateft  Part  of  the  Value  of  Things  we  en¬ 
joy  in  this  World:  The  Ground  which  produces  the  Materials, 
is  fcarce  to  be  reckoned  as  any,  or  at  moil  but  a  very  fmall  Part 
of  it :  So  little,  that  even  amongft:  us,  Land  that  is  wholly  left 
to  Nature,,  that  hath  no  Improvement  of  Pafturage,  Tilling,  or 
Planting,  is  called,  as  indeed  it  is,  Wafte;  and  we  fhall  find 
the  Benefit  of  it  amount  to  little  more  than  nothing. 

There  cannot  be  a  clearer  Demonftration  of  any  thing,  than 
feveral  Nations  of  the  Americans  are  of  this,  who  are  rich  in 
Land,  and  poor  in  all  the  Comforts  of  Life ;  whom  Nature 
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the  labouring  Part  of  Mankind,  the  Huf- 
bandman,  Artificer,  and  Manufacturer,  in  their 
feveral  Occupations,  to  whom  we  bland  indebt¬ 
ed,  not  only  for  the  fuperfluous  Ornaments  and 
lilegancies,  but  even  the  Neceffaries  of  Life. 
Thefe  are  the  chief  Contributors  to  the  Increafe 
of  the  national  Stock,  while  fuch  as  poflefs  large 
Fortunes,  but  make  no  ufe  of  them  ;  who  no 
way  ferve  the  Publick,  either  by  being  employ¬ 
ed  themfelves,  or  by  employing  others,  are  the 
moft  hurtful  Members  of  every  Community. 

Another  Clafs  of  Men,  no  lefs  ufeful  than 
tliofe  I  have  mentioned,  and  equally  deferving 
to  be  encouraged,  are  fuch  as  have  been  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  Sea-fervice;  in  exporting  to  foreign 
Parts,  the  natural  and  artificial  Produce  of  the 
Kingdom;  and  in  bringing  back  in  Return  what* 
ever  the  wide  World  affords  of  the  Conveniences 
of  Life,  not  only  to  the  Advantage  of  particu¬ 
lar  Perfons,  but  likewife  of  the  Publick,  to  the 
Increafe  of  its  Wealth  and  Strength,  and  con- 
fequently  of  our  national  Security.  Ships  may 
be  built  at  Home,  or  purchafed  in  other  Coun¬ 
tries,  and,  in  Times  of  Danger,  Forces  may  be 

hired 

having  furnifhed  as  liberally  as  any  other  People  with  the  Ma¬ 
terials  of  Plenty,  viz.  a  fruitful  Soil,  apt  to  produce  in  Abun¬ 
dance,  what  might  ferve  for  Food,  Raiment,  and  Del  ght ;  yet 
foi  want  ol  improving  it  by  Labour,  have  not  one  hundredth  Part 
the  Conveniencies  we  enjoy.  And  a  King  of  a  large  and  fruitful 
Territory  there,  feeds,  lodges,  and  is  worfe  clad,  than  a  Day- 
Labourer  in  England. 
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hired  abroad,  and  fent  over  to  our  Afliftance  ; 
but  it  is  our  Foreign  Traffick  alone,  that  can 
furniih  us  with  fkilful  Sailors ;  it  is  that  School 
only,  that  can  breed  the  Men  who  rauft  defend 
us  againft  our  Enemies  by  Sea ;  protect  our 
Rights  of  Navigation  and  Commerce,  and  form 
the  Strength,  in  which  that  of  this  Kingdom 
naturally  confifts.  And  if  our  Trade  abroad 
be  of  that  Importance  to  our  Safety  and  Pro- 
fperity,  there  can  be  no  greater  Objects  of 
your  Commileration,  than  thofe  Perfons,  who 
are  fo  neceflary  for  carrying  it  on,  when  they 
fall  into  Diftrefs,  either  by  Accidents  or  111- 
nefles,  to  which  the  Sea-faring  Life  of  all 
others  is  the  moft  expofed :  Which  deferves 
the  particular  Attention  of  all  fuch,  whom 
God  hath  blefted  in  their  Employments,  and 
who  have  been  more  immediately  benefitted 
by  their  Labours.  Abftradting  therefore  from 
all  Conliderations  purely  religious,  yet  in  Gra¬ 
titude,  and  by  way  of  juft  Recompence  for 
the  Benefits  we  receive  from  the  induftrious 
Poor,  as  well  as  for  Reafons  of  Prudence,  we 
ought  to  fuffer  none  of  them  to  fink  under 
their  Misfortunes,  when  we,  out  of  our  A- 
bundance  or  Superfluity,  can  fupply  their 
Wants. 

The  great  Succefs  that  has  attended  thefc 
new-ere<fted  Hofpitals,  in  anfwering  the  Ends  of 
their  Inftitution ;  the  Good  confefledly  done  by 
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them  in  all  Places  where  they  have  been  let  up, 
having  gained  them  fo  general  a  Reputation, 
that  none  want  now  to  be  convinced  of  their 
Ufefulnefs  ;  I  fhall  only  obferve  further,  that  I 
would  not  willingly  enhance  the  Value  of  one 
kind  of  Charity,  to  the  depreciating  of  ano¬ 
ther  ;  fet  Infirmaries  for  the  Sick,  in  oppofition 
to  Hofpitals  for  the  Aged,  to  Schools  for  the 
Young,  or  to  Work-houfes  for  the  Healthful  and 
ftrong  Poor  ;  which  are  all  excellent  Works  of 
Charity,  and  very  confident  with  one  another  : 
But  this  I  may  truly  fay,  and  without  Prejudice 
to  other  Charities,  that  it  will  not  be  eafy  to 
point  out  any  one  Way  of  doing  Good,  of  more 
extenfive  Influence  than  that  now  before  us,  with 
refpedt  to  the  Kingdom  in  general ;  *  at  the  fame 
time  that  fo  much  Service  is  done  by  it  to  In¬ 
dividuals.  And  therefore  I  hope,  and  I  per- 

fuade 

*  Sir  W.  Petty ,  having  {hewn,  that  more  die  in  Proportion  out 
of  the  beft  Hofpitals  dn  Paris ,  than  out  of  the  word  in  London , 
proceeds  to  compute  the  Damage  France  fuftains,  by  fuch  as  die 
not  by  natural  Neceffity,  but  ill  Accommodations. 

Now  if  there  died  out  of  TJ Hotel-Dim  Seven  thoufand  and 
Thirteen  per  ann .  and  that  the  Proportion  of  thofe  that  died  out 
ot  U Hotel-Lieu ,  is  double  to  thofe  that  died  out  of  la  Charite , 
(as  by  the  above  Numbers  it  appears  to  be  near  thereabouts) 
then  it  follows,,  that  half  the  faid  Numbers  of  Seven  thoufand 
and  Thirteen,  being  Three  thoufand  Five  hundred  and  Six,  did 
not  die  by  natural  Neceffity,  but  the  evil  Adminiftration  of  that 
Hofpital.  The  Value  of  the  faid  Three  thoufand  Five  hundred 
and  Six  Perfons,  at  6 o  l  fieri,  per  Head,  being  about  the  Value  of 
Algier  Slaves  (which  is  lefs  than  the  Value  of  People  at  Paris ) 
the  whole  Lofs  of  the  Subjects  of  France ,  in  that  Hofpital,  feems 
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fuade  myfelf,  that  you  will  perfevere  and  go  on 
chearfully  in  fupporting  and  improving  the  great 
and  good  Work  you  have  taken  in  hand  ;  and 
may  Almighty  God,  who  will  not  forget  this 
your  Labour  of  Love,  profper  your  Proceedings, 
and  at  length  receive  you  into  his  everlafting  Ha 
bitations.

IE  Hospital  is  in  Prefect-Street^  Goodman ’s- Fields ,  and 
now  comifts  of  four  Houfes,  properly  fitted  up  with  120 
Beds,  for  the  Reception  of  Patients.  And ,  in  order  to  ex¬ 
tend  and  perpetuate  this  Charity ,  the  Governors  are  contract¬ 
ing  for  a  Piece  of  Ground,  whereon  to  ere £1  a  larger  and  more 
commodious  Buildings  to  which  fever al  have  already  contributed . 
The  Society  for  carrying  on  this  laudable  Undertaking 
confiifs  of  a  Prelident,  two  Vice- Presidents,  and  a  Treafurer,  annually 
elected  out  of  the  moft  confiderable  Benefactors  to  this  Charity,  and  of 
luch  Perfons  who  by  giving  a  Benefaction  of  Thirty  Guineas  or  more  at 
one  Time,  become  Governors  for  Life;  and  thofe  who  fubferibe  five 
Guineas  or  more  a  Year,  Governors  during  fuch  Subfcription. 

A  General  Court  of  Governors  is  held  in  the  Months  of  March ,  June , 
September ,  and  December ,  to  take  the  Report  of  the  Committees,  eleCt  a 
Houfe-Committee  for  the  enfuing  Quarter,  infpeCt  Accounts,  and  tran- 
faCt  fuch  other  Bufinefs  as  may  then  be  laid  before  them.  The  Anniver¬ 
sary  Peaft  of  this  Charity  is  held  between  the  18th  of  March  and  the  lafl 
Day  of  April,  when  a  printed  Account  of  the  General  State  of  the  Hof- 
pital,  the  Number  of  Patients  receiv’d  and  difeharg’d,  and  an  AbftraCt  of 
the  Accounts  for  the  Year  paft,  is  laid  before  them. 
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A  Roufe  Committee  of  thirteen  Governors  is  appointed  at  every  HouCe-Cm - 
General  Quarterly  Court,  who  at  their  firft  Meeting  eleH  a  Chair-  mittee. 
man  to  prefide  for  the  Quarter.  Four  of  the  Committee  take  the  drd 
Month,  Four  the  next,  and  Fourthe  lad  Month  of  the  faid  Quarter. 

Thefe  Meetings  are  at  the  Hofpital ,  on  Tuefdays  weekly,  at  Eleven  in 
the  Forenoon,  to  Receive  and  Difmifs  Patients,  to  Order  and  InfpeCt 
the  Provifions  and  Furniture  fent  in,  and  fuch  Neceffaries  that  may  be 
wanting,  and  to  Examine  and  Regulate  the  Conduct  of  the  Servants  and 
Patients  ;  and  other  Matters  which  come  before  them,  according  to  the 
Conditution  of  this  Charity.  All  Governors  that  pleafe  to  attend,  have  a 
Vote  at  this  Committee,  and  their  Attendance  will  be  edeemed  a  Favour. 

A  Committee  of  Accounts,  confiding  of  twelve  Governors,  is  ap-  Committee  of 
pointed  at  the  General  Quarterly  Court  in  June ,  for  one  Year,  who  meet  Accounts. 
at  the  Hofpital  once  a  Quarter,  to  Examine,  and  Audit  Tradefmens  Bills, 

which  are  paid  by  the  Treafurer  within  a  Fortnight  after _ The  Accounts 

are  open  at  all  Times  for  the  InfpeCtion  of  the  Governors. 

A  Phyfical  Committee,  confiding  of  twelve  Governors,  is  appointed  Phyfical  Com 
at  a  General  Quarterly  Court,  out  of  the  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  Apothe-  mittee . 
caries,  Druggids,  and  C  hem  ids  of  this  Hofpital ,  who  meet  once  a  Month, 
or  oftner,  to  Examine  the  Medicines  and  Drugs  brought  into  the 
Difpenfary,  and  none  are  differed  to  be  ufed  without  their  Approbation. 

Two  Governors  are  appointed  Vifitors  by  the  Houfe  Committee,  for  Vidtorc 
one  Fortnight,  to  attend  twice  a  Week,  or  oftner,  if  they  think  proper,  J 
to  infpeCt  into  the  Management  and  Conduft  of  the  Houfe,  during  the 
Interval  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Houfe-Committee. 

Three  Phyficians  attend  alternately,  a  Surgeon  in  Ordinary  daily,  and: 
an  Affidant  Surgeon  occafionally,  from  Eleven  o’Clock  till  One,  without 
Fee  or  Reward,  and  give  their  Advice  and  Abidance  to  all  fuch  ObjeCt* 
as  come  within  thofe  Hours,  whether  Recommended  or  Accidental.  Two* 

Surgeons  Extraordinary,  attend  in  Confultation,  in  all  dangerous  Cafes. 

An  Apothecary  (with  an  Affidant)  condantly  refides  at  the  Hofpital Apothecary , 
who  Compounds  and  Difpenfes  all  Medicines  ufed  there,  and  folely  at¬ 
tends  the  Bufinefs  thereof. 

A  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England  reads  Prayers,  and  performs  Chaplain. 
the  other  Duties  of  his  Function,  at  the  Hofpital. 

A  Steward ,  (for  whofe  Fidelity  proper  Security  is  given)  has  the  Charge  Steward , 
of  the  Houfe  and  Furniture,  keeps  an  Account  of  every  Thing  brought 
to  or  expended  in  the  Houfe,  and  fubjeCts  the  fame  to  the  Examination  of 
the  Vifitors,  and  Houfe-Committee,  and  has  the  Infpe&ion  likewife  of  the 
Conduct  of  all  the  Men-Servants, — Two  Matrons  have  the  Direction  of  the  ^jatro 
Nurfes  and  other  Women-Servants,  and  fee  the  Diet  and  Medicines  admi- 
nidred  according  to  Order. — ETnder  them,  are  Nurfes",  and  Watchers,  in  y  ^ 
Proportion  to  the  Number  of  Patients,  who  are  guided  by  written  Orders  Watchers. 
to  prevent  any  MifconduCE  Proper  Diet  for  the  Patients  has  been  fettled 
by  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  engaged  in  this  Charity,  and  is  fixed  up  in’ 
the  Vv  ards  for  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Patients  and  their  Friends. 

No  Officers  or  Servants  are  permitted  upon  Pain  of  Expulfion  to  take 
of  any  Tradefmen,  Patients,  or  other  Perfons,  any  Fee,  Reward  or 
Gratuity  of  any  kind,  direCtly  of  indirectly,  for  any  Service  done,  or  to 
be  done,  on  Account  of  this  Hofpital

Every  Governor  is  intitled  to  fend  one  In-Patient  at  a  Time,  and  Out- 
Patients  without  Limitation.  Subfcribers  of  fmaller  Sums  may  like- 
wife  lend  what  Number  of  Out-Patients  they  pleafe.  All  Subfcriptions 
are  during  Pleafure,  and  any  fmall  Sums  from  well-difpofed  Perfons  will 
be  thankfully  received  ;  but  in  order  to  carry  on  this  Undertaking,  all 
Perfons  are  dehred  to  pay  their  Subfcription  at  the  Time  of  Subfcribing. 

The  Poor  Objeds,  recommended  as  In-Patients,  are  received  at  any 
Hour  without  Difficulty  or  Expence,  (except  in  Venereal  Cafes  which 
require  Salivation)  and  are  fupply’d  with  Advice,  Medicine,  Diet,  W afh- 
ing,  Lodging,  and  every  comfortable  A fiidance  during  their  Cure  ;  nor  is 
any  Security  required  againft  future  Contingencies,  they  being,  in  cafe  of 
Death,  buried  at  the  Expence  of  the  Charity,  if; not  removed  by  their 
Friends.  All  Out-Patients  have  Advice  and  Medicines  adminidred  from 
Eleptn  till  One.  No  Perfons  with  incurable  or  infedious  Diftempers,  or  of 
known  Ability  to  pay  for  their  Cure,  are  admitted  to  partake  of  this  Charity. 

All  Accidents,  whether  recommended  or  not,  are  re¬ 
ceived  at  any  Hour  of  the  Day  or  Night. 

This  is  the  Plan  of  our  Proceedings,  and  tho’  this  Work  has  fubfided  but 
Nine  Years,  yet  fuch  has  been  the  extraordinary  Encouragement  given  to 
it,  that  iince  the  3d  of  November  1740,  more  than  50^000  didrefied  Objecds 
have  been  Relieved  at  the  London-Hofpital ;  and  from  Labouring  under  the 
Oppreffion  of  feme  of  the  molt  malignant  Difeafes,  and  unhappy  Accidents, 
have  been  reindated  in  their  Honed  and  Indubrious  Capacities  oi  Working, 
whereby  the  Publick  again  enjoy  the  Benefit  of  their  Labour, and  they,  and 
their  poor  Families,  are  preferved  from  perifhing,  and  prevented  from 
being  an  Incumbrance  to  the  Community.  And,  notwithdanding  the 
great  Number  of  Objeds  relieved  by  this  Charity,  it  has  not  ledened  the 
Number  of  Patients  relieved  by  other  Hofpitals. 

The  Subfcribers  are  dedred  to  take  Notice,  that  if  any  Patients  do  not 
conform  to  the  Rules  of  the  Houfe,  or  are  guilty  of  any  Misbehaviour,  they 
will  be  difeharged,  and  never  more  relieved  by  this  Charity  :  And  not  to 
fend  any  Patient  unable  to  walk,  till  they  are  fird  allured  of  Room  in 
the  Houfe  \  And  when  they  recommend  an  In-Patient  whofe  Settlement  is 
in  the  Country ,  it  is  further  requeued,  that  they  will  fatisfy  the.  Houfe  Commit¬ 
tee,  Concerning  the  Removal  of  fuch  Patient ,  when  cured ,  or  judged  incurable. 

No  Perfons  deemed  incurable  by  the  Phyficians  or  Sur¬ 
geons,  nor  any  in  a  Confumptive  or  Afthmatick  Condition, 
are  admitted  into  the  Houfe,  being  more  capable  of  Re¬ 
lief  as  Out-Patients. 

The  Patients ,  being  admitted  without  any  Expence,  are  required  to 
be  condant  in  their  Attendance  on  the  Phyficians,  or  Suigeons,  at  the 
Hofpital,  before  Eleven  o’Clock;  and,  at  Nine  o  Clock,  to  return 
Thanks  at  the  Chapel ,  and  at  the  Weekly  Committee  next,  after  their  Cure  ; 
and  thofe  only  who  attend  their  Cure,  and  return  T  hanks,  will  receive 
a  Certificate  thereof,  which  will  entitle  them  to  future  Relief.
